An artificial fur has a two-layered pile structure consisting of 
longer fibre 

and shorter. Length and fineness of the longer fibre are 30-80 mm 
and 10-60 

denier, respectively, while those of the shorter fibre are 20-60 mm 
and 1-10 

denier. The cross-section of the longer is hollow or irregular yarn, 
and that 

of the shorter is circular or trilobal yarn. After folding, twisting 
and 

tufting the longer and the shorter fibre, density of warp and weft of 
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the 

longer is 100-400 ends per inch, while that of the shorter is 5,000- 
15,000 ends 

per inch. The fibre may be polyester, nylon, acryl and polybutylene 
terephthalate. The longer fibre is pref . polybutylene terephthalate 
and the 

shorter are acryl or polyester. 
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
